Negro tenahts, Who are in the me 
jority, have been able to rent small 
farms at this rate per acre, and have 
made money. Even in the unusual cor,- 
ditions of the cotton market in the ‘ast 
year, the negroes have not complained. 
Many of them have saved several thui 
sand dollars from their profits as rent- 
ers, and have bank accounts at the 
county seat. 

The white renters, it is said here, have 
not done so well. The cotton crup re- 
quires long-hour work in a short seasun, 
and the white landowners say the n-- 
gro tenants will work day and night, 
when necessary, while the whites refuse 
to work overtime. 

White Renters Askeq Reduction. 

The contracts between” land owners 
and renters are made at the first of the 
year. Last December, the white renters 
Gemanded a reduction in the rent from 
$6 to $3 an acre. The negroes were satis- 
fied to keep on paying $6, and the result 
was that in the rentals made early in 
January more negroes than ever were 
Placed on the farms.

Circuit Judges Announce Order 
Will Be Entered Tuesday and 
Place of Trial Fixed. 


ST. LOUIS IS.  OPPOSE-) 


Attorney for Indicted Realty 
Dealer Says Prejudice Ex- 
ists in the City. 


A change of venue will be granted 
Tuesday to Beverly C. Stevens, St. Louis 
County real estate operator, who has 
been indicted on more than seventy 
counts charging him with embezzlement 
and obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses, and who has contended. that he 
cannot get a fair trial at Clayton. 

Judges McElhinney and Wurdeman, 
between whose courts the cases against 
Stevens are divided, announced this 
morning that the change of venue would 
be entéred on the court records Tues- 
day, and that a place for the trial of 
Stevens would then be fixed. 

Then began a controversy over the 
place to be selected for the trial. Prose- 
cuting Attorney Ralph suggested the 
city of St. Louis, but this was vehement- 
ly opposed by Charles M. Hay, Stevens’ 
counsel. 

Says Prejudice Exists Here. 

Hay said that the same prejudice 
which had been shown to exist against 
Stevens in St. Louis County would be 
found in the city, or in the adjoining 
counties of Franklin, Jefferson and St. 
Charlies. Some of the complainant; 
against Stevens live in the ¢ity and in 
the counties named, he said, and more- 
over, he declared, prejudice has bean 
created by ‘a certain St. Louis news- 
paper which has made a specialty of 
this case.”” When asked by Ralph 
whether he meant tne Post-Dispatch, 
Hay said he did. The Post-Dispatch 
published the first account of Steven;,’ 
financial irregularities, and has since 
made a full news presentation of the 
case as it developed. 

‘Hay said he thought the average St. 
Louis juror would consider a case like 
Stevens’ with more aversion than the 


average rural juror, because of the fact | 


that several fraud cases have attracted 
attention in St. Louis of late. 

Weald Be Exnense to Witnesses. 

Ralph argued that such matters are 
much sooner dismissed from the minds 
of city dwellers than of persons living 
ir. the country. He said the persons 
who had lost théir money in Stevéna’ 
véntures could not afford to go to a 
distant county seat to testify, and that 
the State did not wish the cases to fail 
merely for this reason. He ana 
Sheriff Bode, he said, paid $150 out of 
their own pockets to keep the prosecu- 
tion of William Sprouse, lately convicted 
of murder, from failing through the 
non-appearance of needed witnesses. 
He argued for the city on the ground of 
convenience and cheapness. 

If the case should not be sent to St. 
Louis, Ralph asked that it be not sent 
to Audrain, Callaway or Lincoln Coun- 
ty, where, he said, the attorneys for 
the defense were well known. 

It is possible that Judge Wurdeman 
and Judge Mcklhinney will decide on 
different places for the trial of the cases 
assigned tO their respective courts. 
Stevens is under indictment on several 
counts in St. Charles County. 

Stevens’ nephew, Beverly C. Stevens 
Jr., a Colonel on Gov. Major’s staff, 
who is accused jointly with him in a 
few of the indictments, has stated that 
he wishes to be tried in St. Louis 
County. Severances will be granted in 
the cases which relate to him, and he 
will be arraigned in Clayton.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Official tea.

It was at once convert 
ed from the diplomatic code and sent tc 
‘the White House to be laid before the 
President, who, however, Had already 
been informed of its contents by Mr 
Gerard and the unofficial text’ publishes

With the official text at hand, how- 
ever, the President and his advisers will 
begin formal consideration of Germany's 
reply to the warning of the United 
States against destruction of American 
ships and lives in the naval war zone 
about the British Isles. Generally th 
tone of the German note has been re- 
garded as friendly. 

Great Britain's reply to the representa- 
tion on the use.of the American fleg 
bears upon the American view of the 
German reply, and the next step in the / 
negotiations with Berlin, for in expect- 
ing Germany to identify American ships 
before attacking them by submarines, 
the United States is anxious there shall 
be no general use of the American flag 
by foreign veasels. 

The State Department ts willing to let 
the Wilhelmina case be adjudicated by a 
prize court and thus lay the legal 
foundation for other proceedings of & 
like character. 


Bernstorff Calls on Bryan. 
Count Bernstorff, the German Ani- 


bassador, conferred at the State De- 
partment with Secretary Bryan and‘ 
Counsellor Lansing. While neither the 
Ambassador nor the American officiais 
indicated the exact subject of their 
talk, the Ambassador said he desired. 
to emphasize the view of his Govern- 
ment that Germany was not to blame 
for the present situation around the 
British Isles causing difficulty to neu- 
tral shipping. He retterated his con- 
tention that Great Britain was respons-. 
ible. It was said the Ambassador 
presented no new communications. 
The comparatively prompt replics 
of the London and Berlin Foreign 
Offices again places on the State De- 
partment responsibility for the next 
step in the negotiations. The im- 
pression prevails in many quarters 
that the British reply regarding use 
of the American flag will be com- 
pletely responsive. The opinion is 
based on the fact that the American 
note dealt with general use of the 
flag by British merchantmen and the 
British reply explicity states that 
the Admiralty had not advised any 
general use of the flag and had not 
suggested its use by the Lusitania.

the seving of lives of noncombatant 
crews and passengers. It was in conss- 
quence of this threat that the Lusttasia 
raised the United States fieg on her in- 
ward voyage. 

“On her subsequent outward voyage 4 
request was made by United States pas- 
sengers who were embarking on board 
her that the United Stetes flag should 
be hoisted, presumably to insure their 
safety.

“It is felt that the United States Gov- 
ernment could not fairly ask the British 
Government to order British merchant 
vessels to forego a means, always hith- 
erto permitted, of escaping not only cap- 
ture, but the mich worse fate of sink- 
ing and destruction. 

“Great Britain has always, when a 
neutral, accorded to vessels of other 
States at war the liberty to use the 
British flag as a means of protection 
ogainst capture and instances are on 
record when United States vessels 
availed themselves of this facility in 
the Ameriean Civil War. It would be 
contrary to fairness to make an excep 
tion if, when conditions are reversed, 
the United States and neutral nations 
were to .begrudge to British ships the 
liberty to take similar action. 

Sees No Danger to Shipping. 

“The British Government has no in- 
tention of advising their merchant ship- 
ping to use foreign flags as a genera! 
practice or to resort to them otherwise 
than for escaping capture or destruction. 
The obligation upon a belligerent war- 
ship to ascertain definitely for itself the 
nationality and character of a merchant 
vessel before capturing it and a fortiori 
before sinking and destroying it has 
been universally recognized. If that 
cbligation is fulfilled the hoisting of a 
neutral flag on board a British vessel 
cannot possibly endanger neutral ship- 
ping and the British Government holés 
that if loss to neutrals is caused by dis- 
regard of this obligation it is upon the 
enemy vessel disregarding it and upon 
the Government giving the orders that 
it should be disregarded that the sole 
responsibility for injury to neutrals 
ought to rest.”’

“TOU. S. ON SEIZURE 
OF WILHELMINA 


Detention Justified on Ground 
of Government Control of 
Wheat and Flour in Germany. 


LONDON, Feb. 2.—The case of the 
American steamship Wilhelmina, whose 
cargo of foodstuffs, bound from New 
York for Germany, was seized by the 
British authorities, probably will be tak- 
en before a prize court very shortly and 
it is expected that the hearing will be 
brief. , 

A. G. Hays, attorney for the owners of 
the Wilhelmina, is of the opinien that 
there will be no dispute ‘as ito the main 
facts and that the prize court will have 
nothing to adjudicate beyond the inter- 
national questions involved. 

The British reply to the American note 
concerning the seizure of the Wilhel- 
mina was handed to American Ambas- 
sador Page last night. The reply made 
clear that Great Britain contemplates 
declaring all foodstuffs for Germany 
contraband. The detention of the Wil- 
helmina and the sending of her cargo to 
a prise court is justified on the ground 
that Germany has placed all grain and 
flour in the empire under Government 
eontrol. The British reply in the case 
of the Wilhtelmina says: — 

“at the time when His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment gave directions for the seisure 
of the cargo of the steamship Wilhel- 
mina as contraband, they had before 
them the text of a decree made by the 
German Federal Council on Jan. 2%, un- 
der Article 4, of which all grain and 
flour imported into Germany after Jan. 
31 was declared deliverable onlv to cer- 
tain organizations under direct Govern- 
ment control, or to municipal authori- 
ties. 

“The vessel was bound for Hamburg, 
one of the free cities of the German 
empire, the Government of which is 
vested in the municipality. This was one 
of the reasons actuating His Majesty's 
Government in deciding to bring the 
cargo of the Wilhelmina before a prize 
court, 

“Information has only now reached 
them that by a subsequent decree dated 
Feb. 6, the above provisions in Article 
45 of the previous decree was repesled, 
it would appear for the express purpose 
of rendering difficult the anticipated 
proceedings against the Wilhelmina. 
The repeal was not known to His Maj- 
esty’s Government at the time of the 
detention of the cargo or, indeed, until 
now. 

A Case for a Prise Court, 

“How far the ostensible exception of 
imported supplies from the general Gov- 
ernment monopoly cf all grain and flour 
set up by the German Government may 
affect the question of the contraband 
nature of the shipments seized, is a 
matter which will most suitably be in- 
vestigated by the prize court. 

/ ie * nowever, necessary to state 
that the German. decree is not the only 
ground on which’ the submission of the 
earg>? of the Wilhelmina to the prize 
court is justified. The German Govern- 
ment has in public announcements 
claimed to treat practically every town 
or port on the English east coast as a 
fortified place and base of operations. 
On the strength of this contention they 
nave subjected to bombardment the open 
towns of Yarmouth, Scarborough and 
Whitby among others. On the same 
ground a number of neutral vessels sail- 
ing for Efiglish ports on the east coast, 
with cargoes of goods on the German list 
of conditional contraband, have been 
seized by German cruisers and brought 
before a German prize court. 

“Again the Dutch vessel Maria, hav- 
ing sailed from California with a cargo 
of grain consigned tu Dublin and Bel- 
fast, was sunk in September last by 
the German cruiser Karlsruhe. This 
could only have been justified if. among 
other things, the cargo could have been 
proved to be destined for the British 
Government or for armed forees, and it 
a presumption to this effect had been 
ortablished, owing to Dublin or Belfast 
being considered furtified places or bases 
for armed forces. 


Cannot Have It Both Ways. 
“The German Government cannot have 
it both ways. If they consider them- 
selves justified in destroying by bom:

Germany’s “Novel Doctrines,” 
‘There ig one further odservation to 


which His Majesty's Government thinks 
it right and appropriate in the present 
connection to give expression. They 
have not so far declared foodstuffs to 
de absolute contraband; they have not 
interfered with any neutral vessels on 
accounts of the carrying of foodstuffs, 
except on basis of such foodstuffs be- 
ing Hable to capture if destined for 
enemy forces or governments. In s0 
acting they have been guided by the 
general principle of law universally up- 
held by civilized nations and observed 
m™ practice, that the civil populations of 
countries at war are not to be exposed 
fo treatment rightly reserved for com- 
batants. This distinction has to ‘all in- 
tents and purposes been swept away 
by the novel doctrines proclaimed and 
acted upon by the German Govern- 
ment. 

“It is unnecessary here to dwell upon 
the treatment that has been meted out 
to the civil population of Belgium and 
to those parts of France which are in 
German occupation. When Germany, 
long before any mines had been laid by 
the British authorities, proceeded to 
sow mines upon the high seas, and by 
this means sunk a considerable number 
not only of British, but also neutral 
merchantmen, with their unoffending 
crews, it was, so His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment hold, open to them to take re- 
tallatory measures even if such mea- 
sures were of a kind to involve pres- 
sure on the civil population, not, in- 
deed, of neutral states, but of their 
énemies. They refrained from doing so. 
When subsequently English towns and 
defenseless British subjects, including 
women and children, were deliberately 
and systematically fired upon and killed 
by ships flying the fiag of the Imperial 
German ‘navy; Whén° quiet” country 
towns and villages, vold of defenses, 
end posgessing no “military or ndval 
importance were bombarded by German 
airships, His Majesty’s Government 
still abstained from drawing the logical 
consequences from this form of attack 
on defenseless citizens.

BACK AS HE READS 
IN MADISON HOME 


John Epperhart, Before Death, 
Accuses Man Living in Same 
House and Forgives Him. 


John Epperhart, 35 years old, was shot 
in the back with a shotgun as he sat 
reading in. the front room of his home 
at Washington and Market streets, in 
Madison, at 7 o’clock last night. He told 
relatives, before unconsciousness, that 


the shot was fired by Thomas Boyd, who 


lives in a part of the same house. Ep- 
perhart died shortly after midnight at 
St. Elizabeth's Hospital, Granite City. 

The reason for the shooting, Epper- 
hart said, was that he had Boyd arrest- 
ed and locked up over night two weeks 
ago for raising a disturbance in Epper- 
hart’s reom when he was sick. Boyd 
had told Epperhart then that he would 
get even and Epperhart said, as death 
approached, that it was all ight that 
Boyd had shot him; that he held no 
grudge against him. 


Shet Fired From Seocwer, 
Epperhart was alone in the room, sit- 


ting at a table reading, with his back 
toward the door. Boyd, according to 
Epperhart's statement, opened the door 
and without a word shot him. Epper- 
hart fell to the floor and tried to 
crawl behind the stove. Boyd entered 
and stood over him and cursed him, but 
did not fire again. 

Boyd left before Epperhart’s parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. William Epperhart, and 
his sister, who had been in the yard, 
entered the room. They found Epper- 
hart lying on the floor and the door 
open. Eipperhart told them Boyd had 
shot him. 

William Epperhart Jr., brother of 
John, approaching the house by a path, 
met Boyd, still carrying the shotgun, 
going away. Boyd said he had “got 
one” and would get another before 
morning. 

Epperhart’s brother stayed with him 
at the hospital until he died. He free- 
ly forgave Boyd for shooting him. 

Boyd, aceording to information re- 
ceived by the police, was seen boarding 
a Wabash freight train early this morn- 
ing.

BAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—The gates 
ef the Panama-Pacific International Ex- 
position swung open to the world today. 
Forty-one foreign nations and 43 states

Tinion are participating. 

‘This is the world in epitome,’’ said 
Dr. Frederick J. V. Skiff, the director- 
in-chief, in a brief dedicatory address. 
“Within the inclosure of these exposi- 
tion grounds there are no foreigners. All 
may stand and stop upon this soil as if 
it were their native land.”’ 

Salvos of artillery salutes, shrieking 
whistles and sirens, pealing bells, rolling 
drums and piercing fifes had wakened 
the city at dawn. The day had been de- 
elared a legal holiday and nearly al! the 
business houses and factories wer 
closed to permit their employes to march 
fn the gigantic parade which early took 
possession of the grounds. 

In the parade were Secretary Lane 0. 
the Department of the Interior, repre 
senting President Wilson; Gov. Johnson, 
ihe Senate and Assembly of California 
and the Governor and entire Legislature 
of Nevada, Mayor Rolph of San Fran- 
cisco, Mayor Rose of Los Angeles and 
the Mayors of many other California 
cities. 

The formal aspect of the dedication 
was made as short and simple as pos- 
sible. : 

United States soldiers and marines es- 
corted Secretary Lane, Gov. Jobnson 
and the other officials to a stand facing 
the main entrance to the exposition. 
where they were welcomed by President 
Charles C. Moore and the other legisla- 
tive officers.

BARTHOLDT’S FAREWELL. 
Congressman Bartholdt’s farewell speech to the 
House, in which he has served for 22 years, had 
many admirable features.

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GAMBLING SQUAD’S BIGGEST ASSET. 

Special Policeman John Hurley, acting as a 
gambling squad detective in the disguise of a 
United Railway motorman, sat in with a party 
who were bucking the poker tiger, drew three 
kings and swept ali. the money from the board. 
That so pleasant a record of capable versatility 
should be followed by the conventional incident 
of the patrol wagon’s arrival and the arrest of 
the party is disappointing. In the first place, 
policemen having no special immunity under the 
law, it seems to subject Mr. Hurley to prosecution 
the same as the other members of the party. 

And, anyway, he is too valuable an asset of 
the St. Louis force to be wasted on effort through 
spectacular raids, formal arraignments and un- 
certain jury verdicts. A man who can draw 
threes on the first hand seams to be just the 
man to combat poker by the surer principle of 
military attrition—by winning all the money of 
all other players and disqualifying them fromm 
keeping their end up. 
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A PRACTICAL WELFARE WORK. 

A $15,000 appropriation for a corps of 10 munic- 
ipal nurses is asked of the city this year by the &t. 
Louis Society for the Relief and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis. 

Timely preventive measures are the especial ob- 
ject of the corps. It is a work similar to that of 
the familiar visiting nurses movement. Members 
of the municipal corps locate suspected cases, cause 
accurate diagnoses to be made, arrange for admfs- 
sion to hospitals when practicable, provide care 
for patients in their homes, and, most important 
of all, give instruction on the ways by which 
the spread of the scourge from those already 
stricken may be avoided. 

This branch of tubercular effort has rapidly de- 
veloped in importance. New York now has 200 mu- 
nicipal nurses, Chicago 75, Boston and Philadel- 
phia 50 each, Cleveland 30, and Pittsburg 20. St. 
Louis has none. In fact, the only welfare work of 
the sort here has been performed by five nurses 
for whose services the society has paid, and the co- 
operation of the city to supplement the work is 
justifiably urged. How valuable it is, especially 
among the poorer classes, can be appreciated by 
contrasting the total hospital accommodations for 
tubercular patients—about 250 beds—with the great 
number of persons suffering with the disease, many 
of them in uncomfortable, insanitary surround- 


The city budget-makers should give the ftem 
their approval. While the effort and money ex- 
pended here fm recent years in combatting the 
scourge have perceptible results, the death rate 
from the disease is still lamentably high. Of 
deaths from all causes, the percentage dus to tu- 
berculosis in St. Louis is 11.41 per cent. It is higher 
in but two other large cities, Cincinnati and New 
Orleans. 
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EXPORTING ELECTRICAL POWER. 

While the great powers of Europe are wasting 
their resdurces of men, money and materials illus- 
trating the social ideal of the cave age, Sweden 
and Denmark are co-operating to exemplify the 
spirit of.the twentieth century in a new triumph 
of the arts of peace. 

Swedish eapitalists are harnessing the mighty 
water power of the Lagan River. They will de 
velop there immense energy. This energy they 
will transform into electrical current. They will 
increase the supply by installing an auxiliary 
plant, using low grade coal. Their electrical cur- 
rent they will sell in Denmark. It will be trans 
mitted through three big cables, the first in the 
werld to carry electrical energy under the sea. 
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entrance to the Baltic. The under water distance 
is three and one-half miles. | 

Power sufficient to drive the wheels of industry 
and to light and heat a large percentage of the 
public and private buildings within a 600-mile 
area will be transmitted. Under rigid regulation 
by the Swedish and Danish governments, the 
promoters will not be permitted to monopolize 
its benefits for their sole profit. Current from 
the submarine cables will drive city trolley cars, 
but it will also churn the farmer’s butter. It 
will illuminate the King’s palace, very likely, but 
whether it does or not it will cook the coach- 
man’s battercakes. It will be cheap enough to 
be used by hing or coachman, merchant prince or 
five-acre dairy farmer. 

The governments of Sweden and Denmark (un- 
like the Government of the United States) have 
learned that it is not enough to grant a syndi- 
cate of rich men permission to develop electric 
energy from a public stream; they have learned 
that they mvst so order the development and de- 
livery of the power that its exploiters may not 
vharge an unfair price for it. 

We have all, at one time or another, been ad- 
vised to “tell it to the Danes.”’ It might be a good 
idea for us to get the Danes to come to St. Louis, 
by way of Washington and Keokuk, and tell it 
to us. 
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HOPE FOR TAXPAYHSES. 

The possibility that submarines may put floating 
warships out of business must encourage taxpayers 
in all countries. A dozen to 15 of the largest un- 
dersea boats can be built for the price of one bat- 
tleship, and upkeep is smaller in about the same 
ratio. 
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‘‘NON-EMPLOYMENT SUNDAY.”’’ 


On Feb. 10 the Post-Dispatch published an elo- 
quent appeal by Rabbi Harrison, calling attention 
to the urgent need of public action to find work 
for the unemployed. Among other things, Mr. 
Harrison said: 

There is only one way out of this and that 

is the public way. * * * Iask for a Muni- 
cipal Labor Bureau to be at once established 
by the City of St. Louis, with ample means 
for an efficient working force for investiga- 
tion and experts. This Municipal Labor Bnu- 
reau will serve as a clearing house of labon 
Applicants for work at the Provident Agso- 
ciation, the St. Vincent de Paul and the Jew- 
ish R@lief will have their names registéred 
at this central bureau with their record and 
their special qualifications. * *. * Then 
the would-be employer will know where to 
go for help needed. © * * And above all, 
the men and women in search of work will 
know the one place where demand and sup- 
ply can meet. 

This appeal was accompanied by the suggestion 
that Sunday, Feb. 21, be agreed upon by the clergy 
48 a day on which to bring the unemployed ques- 
tion before the church-going public, so that all 
might be impressed with the tragic conditions and 
the need for action, and so that plans might be 
made to meet the emergency. 

It is a saddening fact that this practical and 
ethical suggestion has so far gone unheeded. And 
yet, what more religious work could be done by 
pastors and leaders in the various churches than 
this of helping to find employment for men and 
women and thus, as we are commanded, feeding 
the hungry, clothing. the naked and relieving the 
suffering? What more noble task than that of at- 
tempting to make men and women self-support- 
ing? 

“Nonemployment Sunday” must not be aban- 
doned. The Post-Dispatch hopes that enough re- 
ligious leaders will come together to put the idea 
into effect, and appoint a Sunday for its observ- 
ance. The Municipal Labor Bureau is undoubtedly 
the most practical way out of the difficulty. We 
already have a nucleus in the employment bureau 
at the Municipal Lodging House. But, without the 
co-operation of public-spirited employers, little 
may be expected from that source. A bureau must 
be created that wii be a real clearing house for la- 
bor, with machinery and means to sift the wheat 
from the chaff and take care of all genuine cases 
of unemployment. Other cities have raised large 
funds for relief. Let St. Louis show how not only 
relief but the restoration of self-suppors and self- 
respect may be accomplished for every willing 


worker.

MERIT SYSTEM FOE FILIPINOS. 


The bill granting Filipinos greater control over 
their Government will, if passed, virtually provide 
a Constitution for the islands. The contention 
that it should contain a provision safeguarding 
the merit system in filling official places seems 
accordingly one deserving favorable action by 
Congress. 

An excellent start has been made under Ameri- 
can auspices in introducing the merit principle 
and precautions to insure a continuance under 
self-government is important tn view of the Fill- 
pino aptitude for American political methods and 
especially in view of the antagoniems among the 
various tribes. A “Platt amendment” protecting 
the islanders from the evils of the spoils system 
may serve almost as useful a purpose as the orig- 
inal Platt amendment relative to Cuba. 

And while we plan better government for the 
Philippines, industrious effort can be devoted to 
rendering our own Government better and more 
efficient. A report made by President Richard H. 
Dana on the work of the Civil Service Reform 
League since its organization a third of a century 
ago shows that the number of appointees in Fed- 
eral, State, municipal and county service ap- 
proximates 900,000, with aggregate salaries of 
$700,000,000. Of these 475,000 are Federal em- 
ployes, drawing $400,000,000 a year, of whom’ only 
64 per cent are under the competitive merit sys- 
tem. Of the 425,000 or more itn State, city end 
county service, only a negligible number are under 
that system. 

Cutting out the enormous waste of the spoils 
system would enable many dreams of public ame- 
liorative effort for defectives and unfortunate—

NE of the things which science 
has failed to ascertain is why 


O the hair falls; neither that nor 


a positive cure has yet been found, 
What has been learned is that men seem 
to lose’ their hair very early in life, 
while women very rarely are found 


can be cured, one-third prevented from 
becoming worse, while one-third seems 
unaffected by treatment. 

In savage tribes continuously exposed 
to the elements the hair served as a 
protection and it lasted well. The idea 
that baldness is more common among 
brain workers is without proof. To say 
that hat wearing produces baldness 
brings the answer that outdoor labor- 
ers are bald no oftener than indoor- 
workers. The idea prevails that the tight 
hat brim pressing against the arteries 
kept the blood from reaching the hair 
and thus starve it. This seemed rea- 
sonable until it was known that the 
temporal arteries do not carry blood to 
that part of the scalp where baldness 
first appears. 

The hair gets its food from a layer of 
fat lying between the scalp and the 
vkull. As long as this fat is preserved 
and the scalp moves freely over the 
skull there is hope of restoring falling 
hair. 

It is admitted that much depends upon 
a good blood circulation. The hands 
and feet and the head, being furthest 
semoved from the heart, get less blovd 
than the organs nearer. Improving the 
general health by massage, baths. sleep 
and exercise is, in addition to cleanl'- 
ness of the scalp, the advice given. 


Some New 
Recipes 


Salad Dressing—One scant tea- 
spoonful mustard, 1 large tablespoonful 
flour, 1 egg, % cup of milk, % teaspoon- 
ful of salt. Rub mustard and flour 
smooth with portion of milk. Add well 
beaten egg, then remaining milk, and 
cook, stirring constantly until it is as 
thick as it will become. Then add % tea- 
spoonful of salt after cooking. When 
cold add, slowly beating as you add, 
olive oil to taste and about 2 tablespoons 
of vinegar or the juice strained of % 
lemon. For a good many salads it is 
nice if you can, to mix this in about 
equal parts with cream, whipped and 
drained. For fruit salad, add at the 
beginning a teaspoonful of sugar. You 
cannot tell this from mayonnaise dress- 
ing unless an expert.

Clubhouse Fish—Have the head, 
tail and skin removed at the market 
from a three-pound haddock; with a 
sharp knife lift the flesh of the fish 
from bones and place on a platter suit- 
able for serving that can be baked on, 
and sprinkle with salt; put a medium 
sized pepper (seeds and all) through the 
meat grinder and scatter this over the 
fish: now cover with crumbs and dot 
thickly with butter; -ut ripe tomatoes in 
slices and put around the edge of the 
platter. Bake in quick oven 2% minutes 
and serve right away. 

Creamed Liver—Cut cold, cooked 
1fver in small, neat pieces to make a 
large cupful; prepare a sauce of 1 table- 
spoon flour, 1 of butter, little salt, add 
% oup ‘good stock or left-over gravy; 
boil § minutes; add 1 teaspoon Worces- 
ter sauce and a little lemon juice, beat 
yolk of 1 egg and add 3 tablespoonfuls 
cream; add to gravy and do not let 
boil after adding, as it will curdle; add 
the liver and serve on toasted bread, 
cut across to make three-cornered 
pieces; garnish with parsley. 


Apple Sauce Cake—Cream together 
1 cup sugar and % cup frying oil, add % 
teaspoonful of salt, % teaspoonfil of 
cloves, 1 teaspoon cinnamon, % teaspoon 
nutmeg; add 1 cup raisins and % cup 
dates; dissolve 1 teaspoon soda in a lit- 
tle warm water and stir into a cup of 
apple sauce; let this foam over into 
bowl—first mixture—and then add 1% 
cups flour. Bake in a moderate oven 
about 44 minutes. Cake is better a few 
days or a week old.

ITH MAGGIE TEYTE, the girlish 
W little English prima donna s80- 
prano, as the soloist of the occa- 
sion, yesterday afternoon's Symphony 
Orchestra concert at the Odeon, which 
will be repeated this evening, developed 
into a pleasing success, with one pro- 
gram novelty to make it memorable 
somewhat out of the ordinary. 

The element of novelty was encount- 
ered in the final offering of the day, 
Georges Enesco’s ‘“‘Rumanian Rhapsody 
in A,” quite charmingly presenting a 
group of folk-tunes in a delicate web of 
orchestral weaving, the fabric of which 
is shrewdly varied in its emotional col- 
oring. 

The lilt of joyous song and light- 
hearted dance ehythm is mostly in evi- 
dence, yet at times the wistful note of 
melancholy is sounded, all being accom- 
plished with a peculiarly adept employ- 
ment of the orchestral voices, the de- 
mand of which finely was met by the 
players under. Max Zach’s conductor« 
ship. . 

The worthiest achievement of the 
program’s submission came at the very 
veginning with a masterly interpreta- 
tion of the Brahms “Symphony No. 4, 
F} minor, Op. 98,"" a nobly typical or- 
chestral score which calls for very 
competent endeavor indeed if its beauty 
is not to be deplorably dimmed in trans- 
mission.

Sun, through the vaulted heavens, was 
well handled by the orchestra. 

Pictorially, however, it is not as 
vivid in a big way as such a theme 
should be, and always there is some- 
thing of a sense of disappointment 
in its effects, the full realizing of 
which, one cannot help but think, 
demands the great Wagnerian touch 
of elemental majesty. 

Maggie Teyte’s program numbers 
were the aria, “Ah, C’en est fait” 
from Mozart's opera, “The Magic 
Flute,” and two bracketed songs, 
Gretry’s “Rose Cherie” and Leroux’'s 
“Le Nil,” following which the soloist 
Save as an encore Felix Weingart- 
ner’s exquisite “Nelken,” the English 
text-version of which by John Bern- 
hoff changes its original Theodor 
Storm title to “Wild Roses.” 

The best of these numbers was “Le 
Nil,” sung by Miss Teyte with ad- 
mirable appreciation of its atmos- 
Pheric possibilities, and so illumi- 
natively accompanied by the orches- 
tra, which was exclusively utilized 


as the supporting medium in each of 
these solo numbers, as materially to 
enhance its inherent charm. 

The Mozart aria, @ survival of the 
days of artificial voice-filagreeing, 
now fails of any» potent appeal in 
emotion and, besides, is not happily 
suited to Miss Teyte's voice. The Le- 
roux song was prettily sung.

B kington’s new novel, “The Tur- 

moil,”"’ is by nature the quaintest 
of day-dreaming poets and wistfully hu- 
morous philosophers. Modern life in 
this country, however, is somewhat hos- 
tile to nature, especially when she pro- 
duces poets. So it comes about, toward 
the close of the Tarkington story, that 
we behold the appealing“Bibbs rapidly 
developing into a full-fledged Captain of 
Industry just as though he had never 
dreamed a dream in all his waking 
hours. | 

And he accomplishes this marvelous 
transformation with the assistance of 
not more than half the brains given 
him by nature as the equipment neces- 
sary to the making of a poet. Dr. Gur- 
ney, the clear-visioned family physi- 
cian of the Sheridans, tells us so. He 
knew Bibbs Sheridan like a book—all 
the oddities, the unsounded depths, the 
potential force of him-—precisely as he 
knew the shallower father of Bibbs, the 
father who founded the family fortunes 
and who worshiped Bigness—Big Money 
and Big Business—as the greatest things 
in the world. “If Bibbs ever wakes 
up,” said Dr. wurney, “he'll distance 
your other two sons, Roscoe and James, 
without using half the brains inside of 
that capable head of his. Atl he needs 
is to wake up.’’ 

And oli Sheridan nad fondly esti- 
mated Roscoe and James as veritable 
young giants of Big Business and had 
felt the profoundest contempt for Bibbs, 
the dreamer! 

But it was Mary Vertrees, and. not 
the hideous clamor of the several mam- 
moth Sheridan industrial plants, nor yet 
the roaring of old Sheridan, that awak- 
ened Bibbs Sheridan, the museful one. 
Bibbs loved Mary very dearly, and she 
came to love him, and this love made 
a Titan of Bibbs. Whereupon, for 
Mary’s sake, he set himself to the task 
of becoming a Captain of Industry, 
finding it an easy enough performance 
if one were only willing to keep within 
the narrow groove of money-making, 
the least intellectual of all human pur- 
suits. Even while doing this, however, 
he refused to kill the poet in his soul— 
he is a poet to the last, laughing to 
scorn the silly enterprise of accumu- 
lating dollars. All the time, too, Mary 
Vertrees knows and loves the real Bibbs, 
the whimsical dreamer, not the facile 
money-maker. She has no more re- 
spect for the esead than does Bibbs 
himself. 

This is the comedy-romance of Booth 
Tarkington’s new novel—the story of 
the poet who did great deeds in the 
material world with one hand tied be- 
hind him, so to speak, for love's sake 
only, despising the material deeds #0 
easily done. The tragedy of the story— 
and it is poignant tragedy—is born of 
the obsession which made old Sheridan, 
the father, believe that the maker of 
money was earth’s supreme figure. This 
obsession wrecked the happiness of the 
Sheridan household. It killed James 
Sheridan. It broke down the nervous 
organization of Roscoe Sheridan, mak- 
ing him a drunkard and forcing his 
early retirement from the many big 
Sheridan businesses. It led to the elope- 
ment of Edith Sheridan, the daughter, 
with a profligate fortune hunter. It 
developed old Sherican himself into a 
monster of hardness and selfish ambi- 
‘ion, a calliope-voiced Midas whose one 
and only devotional chant was bellowad

at the shrine of gold. You can’t help 
but feel the tragedy of this phase of 
the Tarkington story. It’s such a fu- 
tile, distorted, deforming sort of trag- 
edy. 

There is much sound psychology in 
“The Turmoil.’” And always, refresh- 
ingly, there is the exquisite love story 
of Bibbs Sheridan and Mary Vertrées. 
In many sound essentials it ig the best 
novel of Booth Tarkington’s writing. 
You read a good deal of it between the 
lines. And you enjoy it all, if you 
care for anything more than super- 
ficial story-telling. (Harpers). 
PSYCHOLOGY OF CHRISTIAN EX-

ICHARD H. K. GILL, in an in- 
- structive and‘ worth-while vol- 
ume entitled “The Psychological 
Aspects of Christian Experience,” en- 
deavors to trace the mental states and 
changes through which one passes, 
without touching the spiritual or doc- 
trinal side. He urges that more atten- 
tion be paid to the intellectual side of 
religion and less to the sentimental. He 
suggests that if Christian ministers 
would appeal more generally to the in. 
tellect and reasoning and discard the 
preaching that appeals cnly to the 
emotions, their work would be more 
lasting. He makes much of attention, 
contending that the greatest problem of 
religious life, psychologically, is gain- 

ing and controlling the attention. 

Emotions are held to be no measure 
of the piety of the individual. The most 
emotional, he thinks, are not always the 
most godly. The extent to which @ per- 
son is swayed by emotion depends on 
the nature of the person and not on his 
moral worth. Varieties of phenomena 
attending conversion are traced to va- 
rieties of temperament and disposition. 
He is not disposed to regard “the earth. 
quakes and volcanoes of religious ex- 
perience’ as normal aspects of relig- 
fous life. “If this were true,” he safs, 
“religion would be intermittent and 
spasmodic, not stable. But religion is 
a life. And life must be continuous.”

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.— Surrogate 
Cohalan heard arguments yesterday 
in the action brought by Arthur C. 
Train, guardian ad Iiteni of Ralph 
Pulitzer Jr, and Seward Webd 
Pulitzer, 
Judson of St. Louis as as executor of 
the estate of Joseph Pulitzer. 

Train holds that Judson should be 
paid for his services as executor and 
trustee the round sum of $60,000, 
that being the amount allowed in 
Mr. Pulitzer’s will in Meu of commis- 
sions. Judson claims a right te de- 
mand commissions instead of the 
specified - It he is paid as he 
desires, he would receive $171,001.17 
in all, including $25,103.91 already 
received. 

Former Judge George C. Holt ar- 
gued before the Surrogate that noth- 
ing in the will prevented Judson, his 
client, from exercising his option and 
that he had excellent reasons for de- 
manding the greater sum.

HEALTH IN SCHOOLS.
